Economic cabinet trims all budgets and warns: 

Gov’t won’t give in to 
more pay pressures 


BONN (AP>. — France and West 
Germany are convinced that 
stability In the Middle Blast should 
serve as a major part of an overall 
Western response to Soviet moves 
in Afghanistan, a Bonn government 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Klaus BoelUng, chief government 
spokesman, told reporters that this 
view emerged during five hours of 
talks on Sunday in Hamburg 
between Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and French President 
Valery Glscard d'Estalng. 

According to Boelllng, the two 
European leaders agreed the Mid- 
dle East would play a greater role 
in West European policies during 
the next few months. 

. They also confirmed that the nine 
European Economic Community 
nations were working on a new Mid- 
dle East policy declaration to be un- 
veiled in the spring. 

Sources have Indicated the plan 
will be made pubUc after comple- 
tion of the Palestinian autonomy 
talks. The declaration may include 
a statement on the status of the 
, Palestine Liberation Organization 
and on a Palestinian state. 

"During the meeting at Schmidt’s 
home, Giscard briefed the 
i chancellor on the results of hla re- 
cent Middle Bast tour. 

Glscard used the tour to voice 
support for self-determination for 
the Palestinians, a concept which 
the West Germans also support. 

Schmidt in turn briefed Glscard 
on his talks this month in 
Washington with President Jimmy 
Carter, Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and other senior U.S. of- 
ficials. 

’ Boelllng described the Schmidt- 
Giscard talks as “very useful." 

He said the French and West Ger- 
mans also hoped that Israeli- 
Egyptian talks on Palestinian 
autonomy would prove successful. 

‘ The two leaders also dlocuaaed 
various European issues, among 
them Britain's demand for a reduc- 
tion in the amount of money it con- 
tributes, to the EEC. 


Lord Carrington 
doubts PLO wants 
to destroy Israel 

LONDON (API- — Britain’s 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington 
yesterday disavowed charges that 
the PLO is a "terrorist organization 
as such," confirming suspicions of 
British Jewry that he is moving 
toward recognising that controver- 
sial group. 

Carrington's statement In the 
House of Lords came after leaders 
of the country** half-million Jews 
called on him to complain about the 
Conservative government's 
general approach to the problems 
of the Mideast. (See Story - page 3.) 

Carrington told fellow-peers that 
he was not aware that PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat has often claimed 
the purpose of his group Is to 
destroy the Jewish State. 

"If that is the objective of the { 
PLO, then I condemn it,” he said. 

■ He added: “I do not think the 
FLO is a terrorist organisation as 
such. I think there are some 
elements of the PLO which In the 
past have been associated with 
terrorism but it would be ft great 
mistake to assume you can get a 
settlement in the area without tak- 
ing into account the PLO." 

. Britain. Carrington continued, 
is maintaining “an even-handed 
view on this subject.” 

The Foreign Secretary urged 
PLO leaders to recognize the state 
of Israel — and Israel to recognise 
that Palestinians have rights too. 


Carter programme 
sinks gold price 

LONDON (AP). — Gold plunged 
nearly 850 an ounce and the U.S. 
dollar soared yesterday as world* 
financial markets reacted positive- 
ly to President Jimmy Garter's new 
anti-inflation package. 

Carter’s weekend proposals to 
cut government spending, curb 
borrowing and Impose a new tax on 
Imported oil, boosted the dollar by 
2K cents against sterling, and 
brought sizeable gains against the 
Swiss and French francs and 
Italian lira.

NRP holds back on early elections

If union 
with the Alignment after the elec- 
tion is Inevitable, the price should 
be as high aa possible most NRP 
men say. 

The Alignment for all its zeal ful- 
ly realizes that just now It cannot 
command a Knesset majority to 


dissolve the House. It is keeping the 
option in the air as part of a war of 
nerves. 

In 'the NRP, at a meeting of the 
Knesset faction and enlarged ex- 
ecutive, Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer called the early 
election story “a political ploy peo- 
ple were pushing around the place” 
but he did not specify whether the 
“people" belonged to the NRP, the 
Alignment, or the media.

Ida Nudel accused 
of poisoning water

HOLON. — Prisoner of Zion Ida 
Nudel has been accused in the press 
of poisoning the water supply in the 
Siberian hamlet of Krivoaheino,' to 
which she was exiled nearly two 
years ago. 

The 48-year-old Nudel. who gain- 
ed the reputation of "Guardian 
Angel” to other prisoners of Zion, is 
serving a tour-year sentence of ex- 
ile tor displaying a banner on her 
Moscow balcony which read: 

■'KGB. Give Me My Visa." 

Another accusation levelled at 
her is that she bribes Jewish ac- 
tivists from Moscow who undertake 
the 7.200-ldlometre journey to visit 
her. It is through them that much of 
the Information about her plight 
has reached the West. 

Nudel, who Is suffering from 
heart, kidney and liver ailments, 
subsists on a monthly Income of SO 
rubles, which is equivalent to one- 
third of the average Soviet wage. 

The information about the press 
campaign came directly from her 
in an unprecedentedly long half- 
hour telephone conversation with 
her sister. liana Friedman, of 
Holon. as well as from -a number of 
activists in Moscow. 

Nudel told her sister that "as a 
result, a menacing atmosphere has 
been created around me. I have 
requested protection from the local 
police chief, who said he would try 
to restrain young people Cram caus- 
ing me bodily barm. But he cannot 
guarantee this." 

Nudel told her sister: "They 


haven't succeeded In breaking me, 
so they are just keeping up the 
pressure. They want to fight me 
again somehow. I will hang on and 
they win not succeed In breaking 
me. I will not be silenced. I am 
determined to go to court-*' 

Nudel asked her slater to tell peo- 
ple who correspond with her n ot to 
expect any mall for the next two 
months because "I will need to 
study the law." 

"I must deal with this stupid arti- 
cle. I have to be ready to go to 
court, however It may turn out. I 
might even get sentenced again, 
but that doesn't matter any more.” 

Friedman placed the call to her 
sister after receiving a copy of a 
telegram which Nudel had sent to 

Soviet authorities complaining that 
on February 28 the regional 
newspaper of Tomsk Oblast, 
'Tomsk Kasnoye Znamya,' had 
published a libellous article against 
her. 

In the cable. Nude] said: "The 
malicious allegations contained in 
. it have exacerbated existing hostili- 
ty. townspeople are aroused, and 
absurd suspicions and rumours are 
circulating against me. 

“I am accused by the authors of 
this article of knowingly inciting 
hatred and bringing about violent 
reprisals against me." 

Friedman said attempts are be- 
ing made to obtain a copy of the ar- 
ticle. 'The newspaper is not im- 
mediately available in Moscow. But 
several activists have already 
heard of it and have quoted a 
number of passages In telephone 
calls to Friedman. 


Haifa row over German-funded centre

HAIFA. — The DM2iq. community 
centre which the West German city 
of Dusseldorf has offered to build in 
Haifa is arousing controversy 
because some citizens object to the 
commemoration of Duesseldorf In 
Israel. 

Tuvia Friedman, chalftnanof the 
Jewish Federation of Victims of the 
Nazi Regime, has asked Mayor 
Arieh Gurel to decline the offer If It 
is made conditional on the centre 
being named for Duesseldorf. 

Friedman said that so honouring 


that city, a onetime Gestapo centre, 
would be an insult to the memory of 
the Jewish victims of the Nails. 
Moreover, the contribution 
represented a mere fraction of the 
goods produced by Jewish forced 
labour in Duesseldorf factories dur- 
ing the war, be noted. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
City Hall has received a suggestion 
to name the centre after H e in rich 
Heine, the 19th century 
Duesseldorf-born German- Jewish 
poet. Heine’s books were burned by 
the Nazis during the Thirties.

AACI: ‘Settle the Galilee’

MA’ALOT. — Tbe Association of 
Americans and Canadians in' 
Israeli which has taken a low-key 
approach to immigrant problems In 
recent years, yesterday- called for 
more settlements in the Galilee and 
an end to "discrimination" in hous- 
ing against single Immigrants. 

It also demanded equal Medicare 
and Social Security rights for U.S. 
citizens here, and consultation- with 
immigrant associations on absorp- 
tion policy. 

In a controversial resolution that 
Implied- dissatisfaction with 
settlements in Judea and Samaria 
built at the expense of those in the 
Galilee, the 300 delegates and 
observers to tbe 22nd national AACI 
convention called on the govern- 
ment "to recognize that settling the 
Galilee is as important as 
settlements elsewhere and to do all 
in its power to aid and encourage 
this settlement." 

Turning to the U.S. Congress, 


they called for an end to "the un- 
justified discrimination against 
American citizens living abroad" 
regarding Medicare benefits, and 
for & resumption of negotiations 
between the U.S. Social Security 
Administration and Israel's 
National Insurance institute oh In- 
creasing coverage for immigrants 
who have been employed in both 
countries.. 

The organization, claiming a 
peak membership of 11.037 f a mili es 
and singles, elected Tel Aviv cer- 
tified public accountant Morton 
Skidelsky, formerly of Chicago, Its 
youngest-ever president. 

Skidelsky, 41, was unaminoualy 
elected to a two-year term, replac- 
ing Esther Zackler. He welcomed 
the ^n7pn« of undezvSQs who attend- 
ed the convention, and urged them 
to make their voices heard. 

The convention also paid a 
special tribute to Charlotte Jacob-

London now centre for Arabic press

LONDON. — A new international 
centre of Arabic journalism has 
sprung up here over the past five 
years, offering a wider variety of 
newspapers, periodicals and un- 
derground leaflets to tbe Arabic 
reader than was available even In 
pre-clvti war Beirut. 

London’s large Arab community 
and the city's popularity with Arab 
emigre Journalists wishing to freely 
e x press their opinions, have con- 
tributed to the boom. 

In spite of their high prices, rang- 
ing from the equivalent of lSl.8 to 
136.3. the newspapers are bought 
dally by tens of thousands of Arabs 
who live In. or visit, London. 

Two daily newspapers are 
produced in London, "A1 Arab" and 
“AI Sharq al-Awsat." “A1 Arab," 
founded three years ago, costs 
tSi.8, and relies heavily on reports 
from International agencies. 

"Al Sharq al-Awsat” is bigger 
and richer. "The International dai- 
ly newspaper, of the Arabs,” as 
editor Jihad Al Khaxen calls it, boa 
reporters In many countries. The 
last journalist to meet the former 
Afghan leader HaflzuUah Amin, 
only hours before Ms execution, 
was an '' Al Sharq al-Awsat” 


reporter. In the interview, the 
Afghan leader boasted that the 
Soviet Union did not intervene in 
domestic affairs and expressed his 
gratitude for the economic and 
military aid it had given his country 
with no strings attached. 

Until recently, prominent Egyp- 
tian journalists like Mustafa Amin 
and lbs an Adbel Kudus published in 
"AI Sharq al-Awsat." Mustafa 
Amin wrote an account of his ex- 
periences as a political prisoner un- 
der Nasser's regime. Accused of Il- 
legal contacts with the Americans, 
he was released after Sadat 
succeeded Nasser In 1970. 

Amin publishes a daily column In 
the Egyptian newspaper, “Al 
Akhbav," founded by him and his 
brother -All In 1952.. "Al Sharq al- 
Awsat” reproduced the column un- 
til political pressures, a few weeks 
ago, apparently stopped him from 
contributing to a newspaper critical 
of President Anwar Sadat and his 
policy towards Israel. 

Arabic magazines, such as "Ad 
D&stour” and “Al Sharq AI- 
Jodld," are also flourishing In Lon- 
don. "Al Sharq Al-Jadid" (The New 
East) recently published a story 
about a group of wealthy Arab 
tourists who spent nearly IS200.000 
a night In London's nightclubs and 


hinted that the Arabs were using 
the nightclubs as brothels. - 

“AI Jihad," also published In 
London, recently described Col. 
Mu am mar Gaddafi of Libya as a 
fool and coward who employs 5,000 
Cuban soldiers to safeguard his life. 
It carries shocking stories about t he 
Libyan authorities' treatment of 
political prisoners. 

For some reason, the 'Popular 
Lebanese magazine - -“Al 
Hawadess" is printed In London 
and not in Beirut where its editors 
live. This technical arrangement 
perhaps arose because -of the 
Syrian' censorship of Lebanese 
newspapers since 1977. 

London’s streets also display 
newspapers that are difficult to ob- 
tain in the Arab world, such as “Al 
Dawa,” and "Al Nasser,” the 
organs of the Egyptian and Syrian 
Moslem Brotherhood. 

"Al Nasser” publishes military 
bulletins about the sect’s clashes 
with the Syrian forces. The leaflets 
condemn both the Camp David ac- 
cords and Soviet influence in the 
region.

Schiff hotels face probe on Thai employees

The Labour Ministry will take the 
Schiff hotel chain to court If lta im- 
pending investigation proves that 
the chain is employing Thai 
workers contrary to their entry and 
labour permits, The Jerusalem 
Poxt was told yesterday. 

Baruch Haklal, head of the 
Ministry's Employment Service, 
said that some 18 months ago it per- 
mitted the Schiff chain to bring 50 
Thai workers to Israel as waiters 
and cooks In seven of Its hotels and 
restaurants. The decision was in 
line with a law permitting the entry 
of such workers If they fulfil Israeli 
economic needs and supply needed 
expertise. 

Haklai said that Thais working 
for the chain In unskilled Jobs would 
be sent home when their visas and 
work permits expire this May. 

On Sunday night, Israel television 
charged that Thai workers at the 
Schiff hotels earn minimal wages 
and live In sordid conditions. 

Haklal said that If it was true that 
the Thai workers were being paid 
only IS 200 to IS800 a month, well 
below what their Israeli counter- 
parts get, they had every right to 
sue the Schiff chain in the labour 
courts. The Thais are entitled to 
equal pay and social benefits, be 
said. 


Haklal said the original labour 
permits had been issued at the 
prompting of the Industry, Trade 
and Tourism Ministry when the 
economy lacked some 10,000 
workers, and tourism authorities 
wanted to Increase Israel's tourist 
absorption capacity. 

tf the Schiff chain is employing 
some of the foreign workers as 
chambermaids and dishwashers, It 
is contravening the terms under 
which their employment here is 
permitted and thus is acting illegal- 
ly. Haklai said. 

Speaking for the Schiff chain, 
Dubl Schiff. manager of the 
Jerusalem Diplomat Hotel, said 
Israel television had unfairly singl- 
ed out four or five disgruntled 
workers from among some 50 
employed by the chain. Many of the 
Thais make more than set down in 
their contracts, he said, and he was 
sure that none made less than IS750 
per month. 

The cooks, the top money 
earners, grossed between 132,200 
and IS2.400 a month, he said, In ad- 
dition to their board and lodging. 
Schiff said the Thai workers had 
pecome restless after learning they 
could make more elsewhere in 
Israel, but they were not taking into 
consideration that the chain had 
arranged for their transport to 
Israel. 


Yesterday, Moshe Amir, director 
of the Israel Hotel Association, 
declined to comment on the matter 
since the Schiff chain la not a 
member of the association. He said 
it had been expelled for non- 
payment of dues. 

But Amir did tell The Post that no 
other Israeli hotel employs so many 
foreign workers. He sold most 
hotels exchanged one or two 
workers with hotels abroad, or 
brought in a few foreign experts. 
There is no shortage of hotel 
workers in Israel now, he said. 

The Tel Aviv Labour Council said 
last night that if the Thais are being 
underpaid, it will "vigorously" see 
that they receive the wages due 
them. 

According to the wage agree- 
ment. they should gross more than 
IS700 a month, but Zalman Bendel, 
the Labour Council official dealing 
with hotel workers, told 77ie Post 
"it's not simple" to determine how 
much they really make. 

Meanwhile Y Israel Kessar. chair- 
man of the Hlstadrut's Trade Union 
Department, asked the Hotel 
Workers Union for a detailed report 
on toe Thai's work contract and 
conditions. If they were brought 
here as waiters and cooks, the 
hotels’ management could not 
employ them as dishwashers, the 
trade union boss said.

Shamir meets with Mortada and Lewis

Foreign Minister Yitzhak S h amir 
yesterday held talks with the Egyp- 
tian and American ambassadors, 
Sa'ad Mortada and Samuel Lewis. 
Mortada is believed to have raised 
the question of settlements in the 
West Bank. • . 

It was Shamir's first meeting 
with the Egyptian. The session was 
attended by Shamir's bureau chief. 
Ell Rubinstein, and the number-two 
man at Israel's Cairo embassy, 
Yosef Hadass. who Is currently 
home on a private visit. 

Few details were made public 
about what was discussed, but Mor- 
tada has gone on record, in Une with 
his government's policy, as saying 
that Israeli settlements In the ad- 
ministered territories are an 
obstacle to the peace process. He is 
thought to have reiterated this view 
yfesterday. 

Shamir, whose h&toklshnesa has 


been sharply criticised by the 
Egyptian .media, is due to visit 
Cairo next week for a ministerial 
level session on Palestinian 
autonomy. 

The minister’s meeting with 
Lewis was the first since he took up 
his new post' Last week, though the 
two have met before. A Foreign 
Ministry spokesman declined to 
give details of their talk. 

Shamir also met yesterday with 
Charles Rutten, director-general of 
the Dutch Foreign Ministry, and 
the head of its Middle East depart- 
ment. Naboth van Dijl. They also 
saw Premier Men ahem Begin. 

Tbe two Dutch diplomats had a 
morning working session with 
Foreign Ministry director-general 
Yosef Clecfaanover. Israeli concern 
was expressed about the growing 
EEC support for Palestinian self- 
determination, a position which 
Holland has supported. Van D1J1 
met recently with a senior PLO of- 
ficial In Damascus. 


Carrington reassures UK Jews

LONDON. — Foreign Secretary 
Lord Carrington has given a firm 
assurance that there has been no 
change In British policy on the Mid- 
dle East. 

The assurance was given yester- 
day. when a delegation of Jewish 
leaders called on him to express 
concern at the apparent shift of 
policy: 

Greville Janaer MP, president of 
the Board of Deputies, said after 
the 45-mlnute meeting that he was 
pleased to note Carrington's 
assurance. 

"We feel a certain sense of 
reassurance ourselves as a result of 


the meeting and as a result of hav- 
ing obtained from the Foreign 
Secretary a public commitment on 
this matter," he said. 

To obtain such an assurance, 
J&nner said, was one of the objec- 
tives of the meeting. The other, 
which was also achieved, was to 
make It clear to Lord Carrington 
that the entire British Jewish com- 
munity and their colleagues in the 
EEC countries were united in their 
opposition to the PLO and to toe es- 
tablishment of a Palestinian state. 

Lord Carrington assured the' 
delegation that the British govern- 
ment supports the Camp David 
perice process "and hopes it will 
succeed.” 


Begin: We don’t want PLO recognition 


PARIS (AP). — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said In an inter- 
view published bare yesterday that 
Israel does not want recognition by 
the Palestine Liberation Orgaaiza- . 
Won. 

“We don’t' want that 
recognition," he told "Le Monde." 
"We don't need It. If we have a right 
to exist, it Is only because we exist. 
We have paid a very high price for 
this right." 

Begin called French President 


Valery Giscard d'Estalng’s . sup- 
port for Palestinian self- 
determination ' and a PLO role In 
Mideast peace talks "detrimental 
-.and contradictory to the Camp 
David accords, the _ framework of 
the Egyptian-Israeli ’peace treaty." 

He said that Hitler had used the 
term self-determination far the 
Germans in the Sudetenland zone of 
Czechoslovakia, and when the 
Allleq accepted his claim, he used It 
as x pretext to occupy that country. 


Figures on educated January job-seekers 


Some 3.566 unlversJty-tralned 
job-seckers ' sought help at the 
government labour exchanges in 
January, a government spokesman 
announced yesterday. ' 

Of tho total, .1,955 were new im- 
migrants. During that month, 352 of 


the job-seckers were placed — in- 
cluding 182 new immigrants. 

At the end of the month there 
wore still 3.093 applicants. Nearly a 
third of them were engineers, 652 
had degrees in the "hard" sciences, 
727 in social sciences and 728 in the 
humanities. 


Evron not worried 
by May 26 deadline 

DETROIT (AP). — The Israeli- 
Egyptian peace treaty will not 
necessarily collapse If the two aides 
miss the May 26 deadline for con- 
clusion of talks on Palestinian 
autonomy, Israel's ambassador 
said here yesterday. 

"I think that if a few more days 
would be needed, nothing would 
cause the peace treaty as a whole to 
collapse. It’s much too precious," 
said Ambassador Ephraim Evron. 

Evron appeared- at a news con- 
ference with his Egyptian counter- 
part, Ashraf Ghorbal, before both 
spoke at a Detroit Economic Club 
luncheon. 

Ghorbal said he believed other 
Arab countries in the area would 
join in making peace with Israel 
"much sooner than a lot of people 
expect." 

Farmers stall traffic 
to protest policies

Leaders of the Negev farmers are 
scheduled to meet today with 
Sharon, Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin and the ministers of finance 
and industry.

Egypt and Israel to sign 
agriculture pact next month

An agricultural cooperation 
agreement will be signed between 
Israel and Egypt following the 
arrival next month in Israel of 
Egyptian Agriculture Minister, 
Ahmad DabucL 

Agreement on this was reached 
yesterday by Agriculture Ministry 
officials and the Egyptian delega- 
tion currently visiting Israel to in- 
vestigate agricultural cooperation. 

On Friday, a memorandum will 
be signed by the Agriculture 
Ministry's chief scientist Shmuel 
Perlbaus and Egyptian Under- 
secretary of Agriculture, Dr. Kheir 
ed-Dln, who heads tbe five-man 
Egyptian delegation. 

The Egyptians told Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon yesterday 
that Egypt Is not Interested in 
cooperating in a great number of 
fields but prefers to concentrate on 
certain problem areas. 

The Egyptians added that Egypt 


has three ministries dealing with 
agricultural matters, and that 
negotiations will have to be con- 
ducted with all three about such 
matters as irrigation or soil im- 
provement. 

The agreement will cover 
cooperation in vegetable and cotton 
cultivation, and In the development 
of poultry and dairy farms. 

The Egyptians have also express- 
ed Interest In agricultural 
cooperatives. The Israelis express- 
ed interest In the cultivation of 
spices, an Egyptian field of exper- 
tise. 

Sharon told the visitors about the 
advantage of developing large 
farms, and stressed the 
achievements of Israeli agriculture 
In the past decades. 

Sharon said the relations between 
the two countries must be based on 
reciprocity. The visitors presented 
Sharon with a gift of a SO cm-high 
statue of an Egyptian peasant 
woman. The visitors, here for a 
week, will end their visit on Friday. 


Important Israeli role seen 
for South African economy 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). — Israel 
could play a significant role In com- 
plementing South Africa's 
economy. T.F. Van Der Walt, South 
Africa's secretary for commerce 
and consumer affairs, said here 
yesterday. 

Speaking at the opening of the 
Israeli Industrial Trade Fair, Van 
Der Walt said South Africa had 
abundant raw materials and labour 
resources. 

"It has substantial resources of 
capital of Its own and a diversified 
economic structure. . 

"But despite these positive fac- 
tors. we still experience a relative 
shortage of risk capital and 
technical skills. 

"In this particular field, a coun- 
try like Israel could play a signifi- 
cant role in harnessing these exten- 


sive raw material resources in the 
form of* joint ventures, to the 
benefit of both countries.” 

Trade between the two countries 
had. grown rapidly during the past 
decade. South Africa's exports to 
Israel had increased 12-iold, and 
Israel's exports to South Africa had 
quadrupled. 

The largest growth In South 
African exports to Israel was in 
steel, chemicals and diamonds, 
which Israel processes into high- 
value export goods. 

Increases in South Africa's 
growth rate inevitably led to a rise 
in the import bill: "It follows, 
therefore, that the current upswing 
In economic activity will create ad- 
ditional outlets for the goods of our 
trading partners. Including Israel," 
said Van Der Walt.

Congress was suspended after the 
peace treaty a year ago, and the 
Arab League's headquarters were 
transferred from Cairo to Tunis. 


Druckman moves to firm up NRP

Uruguayan ambassador 


flees seized embassy 


BOGOTA < API, Vrvguayan Am- 
bassador Fernando Gomez, one of 
the hostages held here by terrorists 
in the embassy of the Dominican 
Republic for nearly three weeks, 
jumped from a second-storey win- 
dow of the building early yesterday, 
arrant bled under « parked car and 
was rescued, military police 9aid. 

Gomez, a 42-year-old career 
diplomat, lowered himself from a 
second floor window on a rope of 
brdshcets. which broke before he 
reached the ground, the press office 
of President Julio Cesar Turbay 
Ayala said. Gomez got behind one 
of the cars parked In front of the 
embassy and shouted out his identi- 
ty to military police, who picked 
him up in a' Mercedes Benz and 
drove him to a military hospital. 

•■The ambassador is uninjured, 
without any fractures and only a 
few bruises because the top of 
sheets that he used to come down 
from the second floor broke and he 
had to jump to the exterior garden 
of the embassy." said Marta Mon- 
toya. the presidential press 
secretary. 

A news photographer. Ricardo 
Tisnes. said a military policeman 
fired a rifle shot at the ambassador 
as he scrambled under the parked 
car. apparently believing momen- 
tarily that he was a terrorist, but 
that' no shots were fired by the 
terrorists in the embassy. 

The presidential press office 
however, said the terrorists in the 
embassy had fired three times at 


Gome*. 

Gomez was one of 14 am- 
bassadors or acting ambassadors 
who have been held hostage by the 
M-19 terrorists since February 27. 
He was the first to escape. One of 
the ambassadors held Is Israeli am- 
bassador Eliahu Barak. 

The terrorists contend the 
government must make the next 
move by meeting their demands for 
the release of 215 members of their 
organization held on such charges 
as rebellion, bank robbery, raiding 
an army arsenal, kidnapping and 
killing police and business leaders. 

“The government will not take 
the initiative in looking for the con- 
tinuation of the talks." a Colombian 
government spokesman said. The 
terrorists suspended negotiations 
last Thursday, and it is up to them 
to reopen the talks, he asserted. 

The masked woman terrorist who 
represented M-19 In the 
negotiations shouted to reporters 
after the last talks on Thursday. 
"We want the liberation of our com- 
rades who have been tortured and 
are on trial. Our watchword is. ‘We 
will win or die."' 

The terrorists stormed the em- 
bassy during an Independence Day 
reception and have been holding 19 
diplomats and five or more per- 
sons. 

No mention has been made 
recently of their original demand 
for a $50 m. ransom and there has 
been speculation this has been 
greatly reduced or abandoned. 


Former shah returns to his island exile 


PANAMA CITY (UPI). — The 
former shah of Iran slipped out of 
Panama's most exclusive hospital 
yesterday and flew back to his 
island exile after doctors’ declined 
to remove his spleen. 

But a source close to the 
physicians said he could return to 
Paitilla Hospital for the surgery in 


about three weeks If he regains his 
strength. 

Despite a hacking cough, the ex- 
shah. 60. accompanied by his wife 
Farab and his bodyguards, ducked 
out of a back entrance to tbe 
hospital where he had undergone 
three day? of tests for an enlarged 
spleen.

— Prospects for 
release of the American hostages In 
Teheran looked worse than ever 
yesterday as hard-liners led in 
returns from the Iranian 
parliamentary election. 

Teheran radio announced that 29 
of the 54 seats so far decided have 
been won by the fundamentalists of 
the Islamic Republican Party. 
Their leaders support the demand 
of the militants occupying the U.8. 
embassy for tbe return of shah 
Mohammed Rezo. Pahlavi and bis 
wealth to Iran before the captive 
Americans are freed. 

The broadcast said 20 seats had 
been won by independents or by 
supporters of President 
Abolhassan Banl-Sadr, who wants 
to end the hostage crisis. The Kur- 
dish Democratic Party and Ad- 
miral Ahmad Madani's National 
Front have won two seats each, and 


former premier Mehdl Baz argon's 
freedom movement has won one. 

Ayatollah RuhoUah Khomeini, 
leader of the revolutionary regime, 
has said that the newly elected Ma- 
jlis will decide tbe hostages' fate. 
Ayatollah RuhoUah Beheshtl, 
secretary-general of the 
revolutionary, council and head of 
the Islamic Republican Party, has 
said the issue probably won’t be 
taken up until mid-May. 

But charges and counter-charges 
of electoral fraud flew thick and 
fast yesterday, although they 
appeared unlikely to cause the 
cancellation of the first round of the 
poll. 

B&ni-Sadr last night called for a 
systematic Investigation of the ris- 
ing chorus of complaints that 
widespread cheating bad taken 
place at the polls. (AP, .Reuter, 
DPI). 


Italy headed 
for gov’t fall 


Italian gangs claim credit for murder 


ROME (API . — Three different lef- 
tist terrorist groups have so far 
claimed responsibility for the kill- 
ing of a state prosecutor on Sunday 
night at Salerno, south of Naples, 
police reported yesterday. 

Two masked youths, firing 
silencer-equipped pistols, killed 
Nicola Giacurabl. 43, as he walked 
with his wife on a main street in 
Salerno. 

The killing was claimed variously 
by "Armed Squads" of the Marxist - 
Leninist Communist Party, a small 


political group to the left of the 
Italian Communist Party, by the 
"Armed Party," and by the "Red 
Plying Squad." * 

Police said it was the first time 
thAt they had heard of either the 
"Armed Squads" or the "Armed 
Party." 

The Red Plying Squad- last week 
claimed the killing In Rome of a 
fascist activist. It also took credit 
for killing a cook whom it mistook 
for an official of the neo-fascist 
Italian Social Movement. 


Ghandi regrets attack on blind 


NEW DELHI (AP) . — An attack by 
cane-swinging policemen bn a rally 
q{ about .500. blind persons triggered 

angry opposition protests ln parlia- 
ment yesterday and an apology 
from Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 

Gandhi told the lower house that 
she waa "deeply sorry" about the 
clash, which occu red on Sunday. An 
official inquiry has been ordered. 

About 118 blind persons were 
briefly arrested on Sunday and at 
least 50 injured, four of them 
seriously, when they clashed with 


police. 

The blind ; demonstrators were 
marking World .Disabled Day. and 
had planned to visit Gandhi's house 
with a list of denuuzds. " - 

Outraged opposition members 
jeered and booed Home Minister 
Zail Singh as he tried to make a 
statement. Their protests drowned 
out his speech when he referred to 
the attack as "alleged." 

Opposition members later walk- 
ed out of both the lower and upper 
houses to protest Singh’s statement 
and the police action.

Korchnoi’s son sent to Siberia 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). — Igor 
Korchnoi, the 22-year-old son of 
Soviet chess master Viktor 
Korchnoi who defected to the West 
four years ago, has lost an appeal 
on hla draft evasion conviction and 
has been sent to a Siberian prison 
camp, a Swedish newspaper said 
yesterday. 

The "Expressen" said the young 
Korchnoi, convicted in December 
1979 of having avoided military ser- 
vice. lost his appeal on February 19 
and was sent to Siberia on March 3. 


Korchnoi was a student at the 
Institute of Technology in 
Leningrad when he received Ms 
draft notice In May 1978. 

In Velden, Austria Korchnoi’s 
father Viktor and Tigran Petros- 
sian yesterday played their fourth 
game in the current World Chess 
Championship’s quarterfinals to a 
tie and have each two points.

DEL MCNAMARA'S work Is on the 
diagnostic and medical side; be 
does not per f orm surgery himself. 
Cardiology, he said, is so complex 
that i fr is one of the few fields In 
medicine In which the surgeon does 
not undertake the diagnosis. 

The major difficulty Is stfit the 
fact that a heart defect Is not usual- 
ly recognized at birth: "The baby 
can’t ttocaad often the only symp- 
tom is his Irritability." 

The second important symptom 
is difficulty in feeding. A baby with 
a heart defect tends to breathe 
much more rapidly, up to 100 times 
a minute aompared with the normal 
rate at 48, and as a result he Is so 
short of breath that he can’t feed 
rmrmally. This Is frequently at- 
tributed to "milk allergy or colic." 
Heart murmur,- blue lips and 
vomiting may also Indicate heart 
defects, but these sighs do not 
usually occur «ntn the baby Is 6 to - 
12 weeks old. 

It Is clear, therefore, that the 
diagnosis is difficult to make and Is. 
often made at a late stage.' 

AT ONE TIME, heart transplants 
were tried even for babies, but Dr. 
McNamara, believes "heart 
transplants will not solve the 
problem' in the long term, and at 
our hospital we have stopped 
them." The decision was taken not 
only, because of the obvious difficul- 
ty- of Wilding a baby donor, "but 
-because' we don’t feel transplants 
are the ahswer." 

Tb operate on a three- 1 to four- 
day-old baby entails very high 
risks, but modem medicine now 
makesit possible, in many cases, to 
safely postpone operations for up to

a challenge. That she succeeded so 
well is deserving of praise. Yet that 
does not mean that the work, os 
presented lh the Hablmah Theatre 
(March 19) by the Israel Ballet, 
was without flaws. 

The choreographer bad the assets 
of a compelling story and great and 
well-known music. She slimmed 
down the story admirably, aided by 
an Imaginative set (Iris Reish- 
Tauman) in which a workable 
stairway and a ‘’medallion’ 1 
suggesting clustered buildings 
created the setting. And she was 
fortunate In' having a Carmen in 
whom one could believe. 

Ella Kaplan as Carmen had a fine 
limb stretch, a straight back and 
clean movements that conveyed 
allure. As Don Jose, Monte Makous 
had the right build and enough 
dance skills to make his duets with

Apart from 
less than a handful of abstractions 
or in a strained style, e.g. Z. Weiss's 
entry, this exhibition of 32 portraits, 
chiefly In oils, by as many artists, 1 b 
representational. On the whole, 
technique and' overall polish are 
very satisfactory. Emerging from 
the show are the different problems 
confronting the would-be por- 
traitist. At the first level there are 
the true-todlfes,. usually skilfully 
executed. At the second level we 
have the approach which seizes on 
a sitter's typical pose, like Lam's 
oil of a girl reading, but which, 
beyond the nktifoal traits, says little 
about the model’s character. 
Thence we arrive at a very wide 
group, those true-to-lifea. and 
familiar poses which, either by

Carmen emotionally charged — the 
Mfts looking easy. Erez Dror as 
Escamillo. was fine In his toreador 
costume and he danced well. The 
group, dancing comfortably, 
moulded to the company set In a 
sunny Iberian atmosphere. The 
fights — between the women and 
between Jose and Escamillo — 
were cleverly contrived, and the 
final scene.

ticements too long. He looked like a 
puppet. The flower she threw 
towards him was apparently 
trampled by the crowd, yet the 
medley of Bizet music — too much 
of a medley — quoted from the love- 
soaked aria “The Flower that Thou 
Gavest Me." 

A more serious error was the In- 
clusion of lifts in the duet of 
Escamillo and Carmen. Erez Dror 
was too small for that. The com- 
parison with Jose was not to his ad- 
vantage, and there Is enough 
Spanish dance that carries erotic 


attraction without lifts, sometimes 
even, without touching, that could 
have served better. 

Some action — both by principals 
and the ensemble — looked con- 
gested. It needs thinning out for 
clarity. Yet “Carmen" was really a 
notable effort, worth doing and 
worth watching. 

BALANCHINE'S "Concerto Baroc- 
co" (music: Bach) — a wonderfully 
patrician study of classical dance 
with a baroque flavour — was a 
very good try. 

The dancers, though obviously 


well rehearsed, missed a lot of the 
delicacy of arm movements. 

Balanchine has been quoted as 
saying that ballet Is a woman's 
world with man as honoured guest. 
The single male here — Ami 
Daskal. a good dancer — appeared 
too overworked. (There is an art In 
being lifted as well as in lifting). 
This noble work should look ef- 
fortless and show the utmost 
polish from the moment the 
dancers are first revealed standing 
in fifth position. 

The contrast between 
Balanchine's neo-classicism and 
the romantic Btyle of the "Pas-de- 
quatre" (after Dolin) was In- 
teresting. Here, the four ballerinas 
seemed completely at home, their 
arms lyrical, their footwork 
smooth. They displayed their 
graces in sweet harmony (music: 
Pugnii. without the hints of rivalry 
I remember of old. 


Precise performance 


Jerusalem, fulfilled all expec- 
tations, providing an outstanding 
and exemplary rendition of this 
work. Leaning on an impeccable 
technique of digital fluency and 
dynamic balance, his approach to 
Mozart was free of the tendency of 
past generations to “cut down" the 
composer's size to that of an 
elegant Rococo entertainer. His 
flesh- and-blood interpretation was 
controlled by Intelligence and an in- 
nate muslcallty. Frank’s encore 
again disclosed another side of Ms 
talent and temperament: the slow 
movement from Bach’s Toccata In 
C Major — In Busoni's transcription 
from the organ, slightly changed by 
the pianist — was a perfect study in 
serenity, timing and continuity. 

For the Classical Symphony by 
^Prokofiev; 'tbe^Stofordetta sho#feti 
that It dld nbt/yel have Hurt 
technical brfllikrice' and lightness 
necessary for the first and last

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CAIRO. — To the cocktail reception at one of 
the luxury hotels came the women never 
seen walking the streets of Cairo, the wives 
of the city's upper crust. Fastidiously groom* 
ed and elegant, their clothes were old* 
fashioned by Tel Aviv standards — conser- 
vatively cut, long sleeved. tyigh necWjtoed.r 

? nd accented with rhinestones (or were 
hey diamonds?), fur, feathers, and 
sometimes metres of tulle. 

"That is how wealthy Egypt dresses," said 
an American stationed in Cairo. "It may look 


like costumes from a circa 1950 movie to us, 
but believe me the clothes are brand new and 
purchased at leading European fashion 
houses or copied from foreign designs by ex- 
pert local seamstresses. 

"Unless this or galabias are your idea, of 
-fashion, don’t eome^to Cairo looking forr^ 
clothing buys. You just won't find enough to . 
make it worth the effort. The government 
levies a 300 per cent duty on imported 
clothes, so what we do have that is chic and 
stylish by Israeli standards can cost as much 


as 250 Egyptian pounds (1S1.400). And most 
of what is locally made may be cheap, but it 
is not exac.tly haute couture."

GETTING ready for spring means 
coming clean — getting all that 
winter dust and dirt out of your 
hair, skin, face. So this month, 
we've put together some cleansing 
hints. Plus a tew words about acne. 

Feeding your hair 

Try to collect rainwater. It's full 
of valuable minerals and salts, 
marvellous for washing and rinsing 
your hair. Pick rosemary whenever 
you see it. It's a great beautifler... 
keep some dry in a small sealed jar 
in the refrigerator, ready for use. 

If your hair lacks lustre, give it 
this treatment: 

.Warm about V4 cup of oil (al- 
mond. olive, com, safflower or 
sunflower), beat In the yolk of an) 
egg if your hair Is short, two if long, 
2.o r 3 teaspoons honey, and a few 
drops of cider vinegar. Take a 
small piece of cotton- wool, dip Into 
the warmed mixture, part the hair 
with a comb, and apply lo tbe scalp, . 
covering the whole head. File endB 
on top, and cover them too. 

Now, massage your head, holding 
the fingers and thumbs of both 
hands stretched taut, as if you are 
holding a slippery orange. Put one 
hand on each side of your head, 
then gently move the scalp round 
and round, and backwards and 


forwards, ensuring that the scalp 
moves aU the time. Keep moving 
your fingers, so that the whole head 
receives a good massage. (This is 
also good for men who are starting 
to lose their hair.) 

Cover your head with a shower 
cap, and apply a towel rung out in 
hot water, several times. Cover the 
shower cap with a scarf, and leave 
as long as possible, even overnight. 
Rinse off with very cool water — 
otherwise you will have scrambled 
egg in your hair! 

Use a good shampoo — baby 
shampoo is excellent — and make a 
rinse of cider vinegar, 1 cup to a 
basin of water. 

Or try an Infusion of rosemary, 
made by pouring boiling water over 
a small bunch, leaving for hour, 
and straining. This Is a wonderful 
rinse far people with dark hair. For 
fair hair, an infusion of camomile 
flowers Is the best. Many people 
like beer or lemon juice as a setting 
lotion. The old-fashioned maxim of 
100 brush strokes a day with a bris- 
tle brush really works. The circula- 
tion improves so much that the hair 
becomes glossier, thicker, and 
generally healthier. 

Bathing 

This can be a soothing ritual in

our frantic, demanding world. 

Take a bunch of rosemary or 
lavender, and place in a small piece 
of muslin or an old handkerchief, 
tie it, and hang It under the tap 
before running your bath. Pour in 
about a tablespoon of oil, and a 
handful of coarse salt to soften the 
water. Add a few drops of eau-de- 
cologne if the herbs do not give 
enough fragrance. If you have a 
loofah or bath brush, so much the 
better. Take a handful of fine sea 
salt (not the other coarse salt, it Is 
too rough) and rub briskly over 
your arms, neck and shoulders, 
thighs and legs, until they are pink 
and tingling. Scrub your feet with a 
nail-brush and lots of a good mild 
soap, then use a pumice stone and 
soap on the rough parts of your feet, 
especially the heels. Then lie back 
and relax, topping up the hot water. 
Make sure that all the salt Is remov- 
ed before getting out. and patting 
yourself dry with a warm towel. 


Apply body cream or almond oil all 
over your body, feet and hands, 
working it well between toes and 
around heels. Dust with talcum 
powder. 

Bath additives 

Suntan-oil can be a great ad- 
ditive. as It gives off a heady aroma 
as well as softening the skin. Use up 
any leftover summer suntan oils by 
adding them, a capful at a time, to 
your bath. 

Oatmeal is a great beautifler. 
Plaster a dampened handful of 
oatmeal over your entire body 
before bathing, and throw another 
handful into the bath, under the 
running water... it will disperse. 
Remove the body "mask" with a 
friction glove or loofah. Do the 
same with a paste made of almond 
meal, corameal, or bran and water. 

One of the simplest and most 
effective baths Is one to which you 
add a cup of cider vinegar. If you 
are feeling very tired, you can also

dilute the vinegar with eight parts 
of water and rub it on to your body 
before stepping into the bath. It 
tAkes away itchiness, flakiness, and 
dryness of the skin. 

Experiment with what gives you 
the most relaxing and soothing 
bath. Always remember to 
stimulate your circulation, and to 
nourish the skin after w*rda. 

Acne 

Acne Is one of the commonest of 
skin diseases. It can lead to social 
embarrassment, sap ambition, and 
can affect the personality. 

One of the main causes of acne is 
over-activity of sebaceous glands in 
the skin. These glands produce 
more secretion than usual, and 
cause greasy akin, .which Is com- 
mon to those suffering from acne. 
The increase of sex hormones in the 
blood at adolescence Is often a 
cause of the trouble. The excess of 
hormones triggers over-production 
of oil by the little lubrication 
glands attached to the hair follicles 
in the pores, especially of the face, 
neck, chest and back. Worry and 
domestic trouble cause emotional 
upsets, which can also Indirectly 
cause acne. 

Washing the skin Is very impor- 
tant for treatment of acne. Hot

water and a medicated soap should 
be used, at least twice a day. Hands 
should always be washed before 
touching the face. Tissues should be 
used to pat the face dry after 
washing, and thrown away after 
use. Scrupulous cleanliness Is vital.

Hie documentation required to 
satisfy customs Inspectors is 
ludicrous, she charges. It was bad 
enough at the beginning of the year, 
but since then, additional red tape 
has been introduced, almost byway, 
of a deterrent to foreign suppliers. 

Ail the particulars accompanying 

bolts of fabric must be filled In by 
the supplier and not by the im- 
porter. Several of the conditions 
demanded by Israel are not re- 
quested In other parts of the world. 
If all fabric Imports came from the 
same source, suppliers would find it 
worth their while to comply with 
Israel's bureaucracy. Under ex- 
isting circumstances, a lot of them 
will balk at the extra paper work 
demanded by a relatively small 
.market, and some may even drop 
Israeli firms from their client lists. 

Cut-backs on imports are Includ- 
ed in the government's anti- 
inflation programme, but where 
fashion is concerned, the govern- 
ment Is cutting off Its nose to spite 
its face. Fabrics are purchased 
abroad either because they are 
better or cheaper than any similar 
texture or colour on the domestic 
front. Since the price of the fabric 
affects the cost of the finished 
product. It Is sometimes in Israel's 
best Interests to utilize less expen- 
sive Imported fabrics In order to 
compete price-wise on world 
markets. 

The tragedy, according to Rlkl, la 
that the fashion industry is not an 
autonomous body. It Is largely 
dependent on government funds 
and promotions. "There are not 
enough people in government 
departments who really understand 
our problems." she contends. 
"Some government personnel go 
out of their way to try to be helpful, 
but they can't really appreciate our 
difficulties because they've never 
worked inside the Industry." 

’ Riki would like' to see a complete 
breakaway from government con- 
trol. "1 think someone like Chaim 
Poliak (managing direotor of 
Bagir) should be running the show. 
His Intimate involvement with the 
industry and hia top-class 
managerial abilities would certain- 
ly help things along. And if 
representation bad to be made to 
the government, he's the type of 
person who can get things done."

Rlki's obstacles don't hinge on 
credit and customs alone. She Is one 
of. a handful of Israelis producing 
high fashion. In February this year, 
she received a back-handed compli- 
ment from a Dutch buyer for a 
retail chain: “I adore your collec- 
tion." he told her when he visited 
her showroom at Israel Fashion 
Week, "but I’m not going to buy 
from you because I don't want to 
destroy you." 

The explanation for this strange 
comment is that chain stores place 
mass volume orders. By producing 
in bulk quantities. Rlkl would lose 
her exclusivity. 

"Most buyers who come to 
Fashion Week are not interested in 
high fashion," Rlkl remarks. 
“They're looking for bargains. 
They want something suggestive of 


cocktail outfits. A factory hand 
comes In with a length of 
featherweight diaphanous black 
fabric which Rlkl drapes across the 
model proportions of aspiring 
designer Mfri Porat. Within 
minutes, a new creation takes 
shape. Riki isn't satisfied with the 
length of the skirt. “I can't look at 
long skirts anymore," she says, 
"I’m designing minis and knee- 
length for Paris." 

For several years, Rlkl has been 
one of 50 high level designers 
associated with ‘ ‘Promos tyle," a 
French Internationally acclaimed 
publication which specialises in 
fashion forecasts in all categories 
of apparel. Fashion manufacturers 
of the world take their guidelines 
from “Promostyle." Rlkl has some 
80 designs whieh she has now taken 
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the general trend at cheaper prices 
than they would pay locally." 

Rlkl believes that this Is 
detrimental to Israel's fashion im- 
age. "We can't compete with cheap 
labour countries, so we should put 
more accent on design. If Israel 
gets an international reputation for 
outstanding creations, we’ll all 
profit in the long run. I certainly 
won't mind the competition. If 
anything, it will be an Incentive for 
my imagination." 

Riki's h«nda are seldom idle. 
While she talks, she draws outlines 
for quilted belts which will give 
panache to severely classical 


with her to Paris for the summer 
1981 catalogue. All of them bear her 
familiar signature. 

She recalls a previous occasion 
when she visited the Paris office 
and encountered two buyers from a 
large German mail order 
catalogue. After the Introductions, 
the German women said that her 
name was familiar. “Perhaps we 
met in Israel," Riki suggested. "Oh 
yes." they replied, "we bought 
some garments for ourselves." In 
the course o! the polite conversation 
which followed, they aoketi Riki 
what she was doing in the 
"Promostyle" office. “I'm one of 


the designers here," she retorted. 
"You're that Riki Ben Ari?" they 
gushed. "Why are you wasting your 
time In Israel? You should be in 
Paris permanently!" 

Why indeed? In Paris, RUd has 
prestige and none of the 
frustrations which blight her life in 
Israel. Surely Paris would be more 
preferable to Tel Aviv? 

"I live here," she says simply. "I 
have a home here and two sons In 
the Air Force. This is the base from 
which I want to build ray future. I 
enjoy commuting to Paris, but 
Israel is where I belong." 

But what of ail the hassles? Is It 
really worth it? "There axe periods 
when I wonder why I got Into all 
this." Riki concedes, “but there ore 
compensations. When I do fashion 
illustrations, I always have to con- 
centrate on extremes, because they 
make a fashion magazine more in- 
teresting; but extremes in fashion 
don't sell. There's a wonderful 
challenge in manufacturing an 
ultra-fashionable, high quality gar- 
ment which is different from the 
run-of-the-raill. but which fits in 
with current trends." 

Will Riki be using her con- 
tributions to "Promostyle" in her 
own summer collection? The 
answer is. yes. She would even be 
prepared to release these designs 
locally for the coming summer, but 
retailers are too cautious about 
stocking them. They're still wary 
about keeping pace with change. 

What inspires her? What in fact 
dictates the new silhouette, the 
length and width of skirts, the 
shapes of shoulders and all the 
other details that go Into a new 
look? 

"Inspiration comes from the 
street," she says. "It's based on 
political and economic factors. 
When times are tough, fashion has 
to be a morale booster, a prop to 
make people feel better." 

Riki predicts that due to the 
energy crisis, there will be lesB syn- 
thetics in summer, because syn- 
thetics are more expensive to 
produce than pure cotton. 

Colours will be brighter and 
skirts will be shorter and wider. 
Styles will be less exaggerated, es- 
pecially on the shoulder lines, and 
the main thrust will be & combina- 
tion of comfort and casual 
elegance. There will be some con- 
structed styling due to textures, but 
most fabrics will be very soft. 

Quilting, which has taken the 
fashion world by storm In winter 
collections, will not entirely dis- 
appear for the summer. Riki's 
winter collection included a aeries 
oC fine silk quilted evening jackets 
i r. rose znd tiger quilt motifs. She 
will as expanding this .theme for 
summer — - with constant variations 
as the muse takes her.

He was referring to the stormy 
protest demonstration by the 
settler community outside the 
Knesset 12 days ago against the 
government's policy, or lack of 
poltcv. In this area. 

"Thov snv we have dismantled 
subsidies, neglected to fix quotas 
and that there Is no planning. Cut- 
ting subsidies, yes,” he says, "-we 
told the farmers that the days of 
price support are over and done 
with, they must find their earnings 
In the market. 

“But planning continues as 
before. Quotas exist; the problem is 
that many of the settlements — in- 
eluding some of the most 
flourishing ones — have failed to 
abide by them." 

Target output for milk, a product 
which lies at the heart of the dis- 
pute, was fixed at 677m. litres for 
1979 '80. according to a progress , 
report put out by the Milk 
Marketing Board on October 81. In 
the following month subsidies were 
slashed, and the bottom fell out of 
the market. 

What to do? The settlements were 
already. Arkin points out, produc- 
ing more than their allotted share, 
so it would have been hard to revise 
the quota downward; but it could at 
least have been kept frozen. 

Instead it was thoughtfully in- 
creased by 30m. litres. A new cir- 
cular from the board, dated 
February 7. shows the new 
authorized total as being 707m. 
litres. 

This is mare than the market will 
take; it only requires 630m. litres. 
The balance has to be exported — at 
a whacking loss; and the Treasury 
covers the loss.

Agriculture without 
government props 


Farmers must, find their eanungs in the 
free market how, without government 
price subsidies, Treasury budget chief 
Yisrael Arkin tells the Post's DAVID

says. Cost of the milk product (milk 
powder, butter, hard cheese) as 
delivered by Tnuva is IL13.50 per 
litre ot milk used. The export price 
is a miserable IL3.50, since foreign 
markets are not clamouring for 
these supplies. Bridging the gap in- 
volves an outlay of public money — 
to the tune of IL10 per litre. 

Why the complaints then? "We 
pay what we undertook to pay. A 
village that produces up to the limit 
of its quota gets a subsidy for the 
portion it cannot sell, and that is all. 
We are not going to disburse com- 
pensation for milk produced above 
quota, in defiance of planning in- 
structions." 

The figures arc there fnr all to 
see. in the Milk Board's circulars. 
Atikixn, for example, was originally 
authorized to produce 2,155. 00C 
litres. The allocation was raised 
(although there were no buyers for 
the extra) to 3.360,000 litres. The 
kibbutz is now producing at the rate 
of 2.590,000 litres, exceeding its 
(supplemental) quota by 230,000 
litres. 


That excess will not be un- 
derwritten by the Treasury. 

Curiously enough. the 
settlements, taken altogether, did 
not overstep even their original 
quota figure. Many cut their output 
back, for one reason or another, by 
more than they were required to. 

Others chose to Ignore the 
regulations. Kibbutz Ylfat was 
allowed 3,260,000 litres, then 3,450.- 
000, and ia producing 3.975.000. 
Kinneret is likewise over-producing 
bv 520,000 litres, Gesher by 420.000 
litres. In all, the unlicensed surplus 
will total 15m. litres. 

The farmers are producing 670m. 
litres between them. 40m. more 
than they can sell. Of that, 25m. will 
be "exported” at a subsidised 
price. Cost to the exchequer: 
IL250m. The remaining I5ra. litres, 
produced above quota, has no 
takers. 

It represents ILdSOm. or more of 
lost cash to the settlements. They 
borrowed money to finance produc- 
tion. now they cannot repay the 
loans. No wonder they are mad. 

Yisrael Arkin la more intimately 
linked with agriculture than moat of 
his Treasury colleagues. He comes 
from a family of farmers. Five 
generations back the Arklns started 
tilling the soil in the Russian village 
of Pablevka. That was in 1830. 

Avraham Shlomo Arkin settled In 
Mazkeret In 1863. Exactly 50 years 
later, in that same village. Yisrael 
Haim Arkin, the present Director of 
Budgets, came into the world. He 
still farms fn'ihia spare time. 
Moreover one of his first Jobs in the 
Budget Division was to handle the 
financing of (not surprisingly) 
agriculture, also (as it happens) 
subsidies. 

What of the government's 
economic policy in general — has It 
put Israel into a rut? Not 
altogether. 

He says' "The end purpose of our 
deflationary policy is tc Improve 
the balance of payments, right? 

"Now look at the foreign trade 
statistics for the first two months of 
1980. Exports rose by half, to $W0m. 

"Focus your gaze particularly on 
the branches most affected by the 
slowdown in the home market. 
Food exports soared by 54 per cent. 


If we take February alone, the in- 
crease (compared with February of 
last year) Is 81.5 per cent. 
Shipments of textiles and clothing 
shot up by 57.8 per cent — and In 
February by 72 per cent. 

. "Incidentally agricultural ex- 
ports (omitting citrus) show a 
remarkable growth-rate too, 
though that Is not seriously affected 
— as yet — by the latest fall in 
domestic demand. 

" Agricultural export sales rose in 
the two-month period by 71.5 per 
cent, and In February alone by a 
mind-boggling SO per cent." 

All of which suggests, according 
to Arkin, that long-term objectives 
are being achieved. Critics thought 
that the curtailment of demand at 
home, through the abolition of sub- 
sidies. the Imposition of a credit 
squeeze and budget cutting, would 
result In idle resources and un- 
employment. The figures tell a 
different story. Denied further 
openings In the domestic market, 
business firms are switching their 
resources in the right direction, to 
the dollar -earning export business, 
says Arkin. 

So tar, so good. But people fear 
that inflation may increase further. 
The budget-cutting that Finance 
Minister Hurvitz announced has not 
in fact come off. The Bank of Israel 
foresees a resurgence of demand. 
Although some ministerial budgets 
were trimmed, others have been 
augmented, and the net result la 
bigger estimates even than the ones 
for 1979.

He, pushes another circular 
forward, this one signed by his 
Treasury colleague, the 
Accountant-General. It is ad- 
dressed to directors -general of all 
ministries. Subject: “Adjusting Ex- 
penditure tc Income.’* The first two 
sentences read: 

"In order to limit the pace of out- 
lays to the inflow of government 
revenue, please refrain during the 
period from March 9 to April 30 
from making any acquisitions, or 
commissioning any works. 

"Departments must refrain from 
signing contracts or undertaking 
obligations during that period, 
whether under the Ordinary or 
Development Budgets." 

The reference ia to new ac- 
quisitions and new obligations. iUi 
that must be postponed. Exceptions 
may be authorized in special cases 
by a committee of two: Eitan Raff 
(the Accountant-General) and 
Arkin himself. 

"What we axe trying to do 1s to 
save a month of expenditure during 
the year by postponing whatever 
can be postponed. Appropriations 
will be limited to a fixed sum, which 
will hopefully come during the first 
six months to around 45 per cent of 
the year's total." (That means a 10 


per cent drop in the pace of expen? 
dituro,) ' 

“Each ministry must report on . 
its anticipated cash flow/ 'e'lri the 
Treasury -determine how much 
money will be made available. 
From that they will deduct fixed ex- 
penditures and commitments; they-, 
have already made.: Whatever Is 
left can be used — after April 30 — 
for new commitments, and not an 
agora more.” 

It means that ministries — allot - 
them, Arkin stresses (including 
housing and defence) — will find 
their allocations eroded, daring the 
coming fiscal year. They will get" 
everything the budget allows 
alright — but within 18 months, not 
12, which is another way of saying 
that during the official budgetary, 
period April l, 1980 to March 31, 
1981, they will receive less than the 
Budget Law stipulates. 

(Arkin stresses that the Budget 
Law mdhnrizM the expenditure of 
tLSSSh.; It does not compel It.) . 

Will such a slowdown really 
happen? Are the ministers going to 
let themselves be short-changed in 
this way? It is going to be a hard 
tussle. Arkin is the first to admit. 

Hurvitz Is trying to regain on the 
swings what he lost on the round- 
abouts. He was out-bargained by 
powerful colleagues ("WeLz man, 
Levy) In the first bout of 
negotiations. He wants to recoup 
lost ground the second time round, 
by rationing the release of funds 
month by month, so as to claw back 
something like ILlOb. in the course 
of the year. 

The two senior officials appointed 
to be nay-sayers are Raff and 
Arkin. Will they manage to stand up 
Against ministerial importunities? 
Will they be able to turn away 
spokesmen of the military and fhe 
social services empty-handed? 

Readers wanting to know the 
answer must await the second In- 
stalment of this gripping tale, 
which Arkin should be in a position 
to deliver, for better or for worse, 
six months from now.

— Magistrate Mlcha 
Lindenstrauss yesterday refrained 
from passing sentence on the Haifa 
Oil Refineries, which were found 
guilty two weeks ago of causing 
"unreasonably heavy" air pollution 
in the area. He agreed to give the 
company "a last chance" and bring 
In a foreign expert to study the new 
ethylene plant and its gas flare, and 
>. to suggest ways at controlling the 
-thick black smoke the flare emits. 

"I have hesitated a long time in 
passing sentence," the magistrate 
~aald, "because this isn’t an or- 
> din ary complaint by citizens 
against a private company. In this 


case the public is involved on both 
sides. If the court closes the 
ethylene plant, it will cause- the 
country a ISlb. loss, not to mention 
the hundreds of people who will be 
jobless.” 

Magistrate Lindenstrauss ruled 
that the refineries must report on 
the expert's work within a month. 
He will then pronounce sentence on 
June 17. 

Refineries spokesman SSUezer 
Hlrshson told The Jerusalem Post 
that "the company Is very pleased 
with the ruling. We are consulting 
with the Health Ministry what ex- 
pert to call In, and we undertake to 
take whatever steps he 
recommends.”

- In the current psychology of the 
. gold market, bad inflation news Is 
even being taken as bad news for 
the price of metals. Traders of 
attention to speculation that Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter will impose 
some form of credit controls and 
slash Federal spending. 

. The speculative surge in gold and 
silver spilled over into other 
metals, and those have also declin- 
ed- from their highs. Platinum 
which-reached * 1,080 an ounce, has 
slipped as low as *808. Copper, 
whose price rose to *1,48 a pound 
(*3.22 a .kilogram), dipped below 
one dollar, or *2.20 a kilogram. 

None of. the metals Is cheap by 
historical standards, of course. “If 
you went into the bush six months 
ago and came out now and I told 
you gold was selling for **60. you 


would not believe It," said, Bogan. 
Gold then cost just under *400 an 
ounce, up from $228 at the begin- 
ring of 1979. 

Traders say Arab Investors, who- 
were big buyers two months ago. 
are not investing as much In gold 
these days. "They are putting 
money into certificates of deposit at 
■ the banks," says Joel Goodman, the 
head of precious metals trading for

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Compromise deal for collection 
of hotel TV and radio licences 


By TODY SIEGEL 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The Broadcasting Authority 
board of directors yesterday ap- 
proved a new arrangement regar- 
ding payment by hotels of Tv/radlo 
licences,' which the authority has 
had trouble collecting in the past. 

According to the arrangement, 
-hotels with up to five TV sets in lob- 
bies and other public spaces, must 
pay only one licence (XL2.000 an- 
nually for 1980) for them. Instead of 
one licence per set. Four- and five- 
star hotels must pay half the fee for 
each set in private rooms, while 
three-star and lower standard 
hotels must pay only one-fourth the 
fee for each set in private rooms. 


TTje authority reserved the right 
to increase the fee for colour 
receivers when Israel TV turned 
into a full-colour channel. 

Nlssim Alxnog of Labour opposed 
granting the discount to hotels, 
while Zvi Zlnder of the Democratic 
Movement abstained. The board 
apparently thought that it could 
collect more' money from hotels by 


offering the discount, since for 
years, hotels have argued that they 
should pay for only a few sets. 

The board also decided th*t per- 
sons who have more than one TV 
receiver in their- homes will now 
have to pay only one licence and not 
one for each set. 

They also voted to end the exemp- 
tion of TV set owners who are sent 
on. official missions abroad from 
paying the licence fee during their 
absence. 

According to a proposal made by 
Zinder. and approved by the board, 
radio news announcers on the l 
p.m. magazine will no longer be 
permitted to read texts of commer- 
cial announcements In order to en- 
sure that listeners don't think the 
messages are part of editorial con- 
tent. The Broadcasting Authority 
board yesterday approved the 
budget for the new year at 
IL2.175b.; it must still be approved 
by the government and the Knesset 
Finance Committee. The figure 
represents a 6 per cent cut In real 
terms in manpower and operations 
at Israel TV and Kol Y Israel radio. 


ORT -scholarships. — The Neharaa 
and Nehemla Cohen Scholarship 
Fund at Its annual ceremony at the 
ORT School of Engineering In 
Jerusalem this week awarded 
grants to 500 students. The fund was 
established four years ago by 
Nehemia Cohen, who was born in 
the Old City of Jerusalem and is 
jiow for many, years involved in 
educational enterprises in Israel, 
although he lives in Washington.

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Political nose dive 


ON THE FACE of it, there is little cause for worry. The present 
frenzied efforts by West European leaders to replace Resolution 
242, as the basis for a Middle East peace settlement, with a 
more up-to-date text, are doomed to failure. The reason is that 
their success depends on America's willingness to endorse 
them. 

Last Friday President Carter served reasonably clear notice 
on the Europeans (as well as on the like-minded moles within 
his own administration) that U.S. policy remained firmly wedd- 
ed to the original, unrevised text of 242 — and its follow-up, 338. 

These are the twin pillars of his own peace concept, and he 
would not lend a helping hand to their demolition, the president 
appeared to be saying. 

Since Israel, regardless of party, is dead set against any such 
supposed •■revision" of 242, for the U.S. to go along with the 
European initiative would mean turning its back completely on 
Israel. That is not a likely prospect, especially not in a presiden- 
tial election year. 

The credibility of America's word is at stake. In the long run 
this consideration must outweigh any short-term advantages 
that might accrue to U.S. interests in the Arab world. 

Those European leaders like Lord Carrington, Giscard and 
Schmidt who seek to wangle their way into the Arabs' favours I 
on a Palestinian plank, should expect to encounter Mr. Carter . 
brandishing the flaming sword of the veto at the gate of the new 
oii-soaked paradise. 

But for how long? That 1s the disturbing question. For it is 
hard, despite the president's soothing reassurances, to suppress 
the suspicion that it is only a matter of time before Washington 
joins London, Paris and Bonn — not to speak of Vienna — in 
their craven march to the Arab equivalent of Ganossa. 

It will presumably only happen after May 26, if the autonomy 
talks fail to produce any viable agreement, and probably not 
this year. But it can happen. 

1 For one thing, the mental distance between a Palestinian 
homeland — Mr. Carter's own coinage — and a Palestinian 
state is not too difficult to traverse. Secondly, the notion of 
legitimate Palestinian rights, to which Mr. Begin himself gave 
endorsement at Camp David, is generally understood to imply 
the right to self-determination. 

Mr. Begin is one of the few, most of them Israelis, who do not 
understand this. To impress it upon him, Washington too may 
come around to the idea that a new Security Council resolution, 
incorporating the "rights" language of Camp David, is 
necessary. 

This is the third reason to think that the European campaign 
has a fair chance of success. Indeed it may be the most impor- 
tant reason. 

The harder Mr. Begin plumps for Israel's Inalienable right to 
settle and retain Judea, Samaria and Gaza in perpetuity, on 
behalf of the Jewish people, the harder it becomes for even 
Israel's best friends to block the designation of Judea, Samaria 
and Gaza as inalienably Arab (or rather Palestinian) on the 
strength of self-determination. 

There is — to restate the obvious — Only one way for Israel to 
shake off the burden of solving the Palestinian problem. That is 
to insist that it is an Arab problem, tor the Arabs themselves to 
solve. 

That is In fact how it was conceived in 242 — which is why the 
resolution takes no account of the Palestinian people as such. 
The resolution is concerned with the peace-or-war relations 
between the existing states of the Middle East. To avert war, 
and to assure peace, it recognizes the right of these states to 
secure and recognized boundaries. 

Because Mr. Begin, who as opposition leader was unreserved- 
ly opposed to 242, only pays lip service to its underlying concept, 
he is unwittingly helping to get it "revised" — as a prelude to 
the establishment of a FLO state across the "green line." 


POSTSCRIPTS 


TWO UNIVERSITY of Washington 
researchers believe their ex- 
periments with rats and baboons 
show that obesity may be caused by 
low levels of insulin in the brain. 

Dr. Stephen Woods, a psy- 
chologist and physiologist, and Dr. 
Daniel -Porte Jr. a physician, In- 
jected small doses of Insulin hor- 
mone into the brains of the ex- 
perimental animals, which subse- 
quently went on voluntary diets and 
experienced weight loss. 

"We fooled the baboons into 
thinking they were fatter tban they 
are." said Woods. 

He said most animals, as well as 
humans, automatically maintain 
normal weight levels as a result of 
internal signals which tell them 
when they’ve had enough food. 

Woods and Porte identified in- 
sulin as a likely signal after they 
and other researchers elsewhere 
discovered recently that there Is in- 
sulin in the brain's cerebrospinal 
fluid. 

They found that much higher 
levels of insulin in the brain are 
needed to make fat people think 
they are overeating than is the case 
with people of normal weight. 

The main problem now, Woods 
said, is that it is impractical for 
humans to undergo brain surgery 
for weight control. But he hopes 


biochemists may someday develop 
a pill that will raise the brain ln- 


a pill that w-Jll raise the brain In- 
sulin levels of obese persona and 
cause them to go on permanent 
diets.

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A PAIR of eyes superimposed on a 
photograph of a crowded street 
looks out of the morning paper. 
"Look around you." the caption 
says. "We have a population 
problem." 

The advertisement la placed by 
the Egyptian Office of Information, 
but the financing is American and 
the Idea came out of a media train- 
ing scheme run by the United States 
Agency for International Develop- 
ment. 

Instead of trying to disentangle 
the Egyptian and American 
elements in such forma of coopera- 
tion, most countries prefer to talk of 
"a mutual perception of political 
objectives." 

Internally, the objectives they 
share include steps to control pop- 
ulation, reform of the educational 
system, further liberalization of the 
economy, devolution of power from 
Cairo to the provinces and a com- 
mitment to overhaul the country’s 
. antiquated or non-existent in- 
frastructure. 

But to the Americans it Is the cor- 
respondence of Egyptian foreign 
policy with their own that justifies 
economic aid worth 51.1 billion this 
year, the largest sum disbursed by 
the U.S. to any of its friends or 
allies. 

The Americans are bound to look 
kindly on- Egypt's repeated 
demands for Soviet withdrawal 
from Afghanistan; its threat to 
withdraw from the Olympic 


Games, Its offer to give sanctuary 
to the deposed shah and its com- 
plete acceptance of Carter's doc- 
trine that the Russian presence in 
Ethiopia. South Yemen and 
Afghanistan are part of a grand 
design. 

The economic aid goes into power 
stations, telephone exchanges, ce- 
ment factories and covers shor- 
tages of basic commodities. 

For example, AID, in Its first five 
years in Egypt, has. built — or is 
now building — power stations to 
generate electricity equivalent to 40 
per cent of present consumption. 
The Russian-built Aswan High 
Dam, once Egypt's great pride , 
generates about the same propor- 
tion. 


AID HAS made- life easier for the 
Egyptians by shortening the queues 
for bread and soap. Under AID, 
Egypt can import 1.8 million tonnes 
of American wheat this year on 
very easy terms, sparing the 
government the spectre of a repeat 
performance of the 2977 brtad sub- 
sidy riots. 

In armaments, what Egypt calls 
diversification has come to mean 
exclusive use of American sources, 
much to the chagrin of the. British 
and the French, who once had 
hopes of carving out a niche in the 
Cairo-based Arab Organization for 
Industrialization, the Arab World's 
now-dissolved Indigenous arms in- 
dustry. 


Cairo now boasts that its ar med 
forces will soon be on a par with. 
Israel’s. That would not be possible 
without American .military credits 
worth about fl billion a year. 

■Aid levels are expected to rise -in 
the immediate future, but U.S. of- 
ficials insist there is no long*- term 
commitment and that ■ future aid 
depends on the . extent U.S.- and 
Egyptian political objectives aw 
perceived to be mutual. 

Besides, Congress can only 
allocate funds on an annual basis,, 
and not sign obligations binding on 
future administrations. 

The Americans cite the examples 
of Korea, Taiwan and the Marshal 
Plan for Europe. They point out 
that in none of these cases did high 
levels of American aid last more 
than eight years. The Egyptians 
have been warned of this and ad- 
vised to make hay while the sun 
shines. 
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. On this basis, the Egyptian 
economy Is not likely to be strong 
enough to stand alone before events 
overtake its relationship with the 
U.S. An American analysis predicts 
that "For at least the next decade, 
Egypt will continue to require sub- 
stantial foreign assistance to main- 
tain growth and to feed Its pop- 
ulation.** 

Population rises at almost 3 per 
cent a year, giving Egypt another 
million mouths every 10 montiis. 
Only the discovery of large hew 


reserves of oil could really help 
them, and although the Egyptian 
press regularly predicts that more 
oil finds are just around the corner 
the evidence suggests that new dis- 
coveries are becoming elusive. 


THE ANSWER President Anwar 
Sadat and the White House would 
presumably most like to see is a 
reconciliation with Saudi Arabia 
and the Gulf states, Egypt's main 
suppliers of aid bef ore it -aroused 
their wrath by. signing, the Camp

FOR THE FIRST time, an entire 
group of mentally handicapped 
adults was invited to spend a couple 
of days at a kibbutz. The residents 
of the Irene Garter Hostel of Magen 
In Jerusalem received this invita- 
tion recently through the Initiative 
of Yaacov Melzer, who is a member 
of Kibbutz Eliot and who spent 
some time as a teacher and 
counsellor at the Irene ' Garter 
Hostel. 

The preparation for the trip 
created an atmosphere of joyous 
expectation, as none of the 15 han- 
dicapped had ever been outside 
Jerusalem overnight and did not 
know any part of the country, cer- 
tainly not the south, the Negev and 
the seaside. 

A five-hour drive brought them 
and five counsellors to the kibbutz. 
.The kibbutz put at their disposal 
their children’s house while the 
children were accommodated with 
their parents. 

The kibbutz took upon Itself to ex- 
plain the different branches of work 
in the kibbutz. In the evening the 
counsellors and the group song on 
the lawn to the accompaniment of 
guitars. 

The highlight of the trip was a 
drive to Eilat to the undersea 
aquarium. Entrance tees were 
waived for the group, and the day 
ended at the beach with a picnic 
luncheon. 

Ail returned tremendously 
refreshed and grateful for this new 
experience. The counsellors 
reportedly came to the conclusion 
that the more freedom they can 
give to the mentally handicapped, 
the easier It is to look after them. 


Sir, — You recently published ex- 
cerpts on Professor Peter Med- 
ding’s article in "Tefiitsot Israel." 
It seems that Professor Meddlng 
has unjustly maligned Australian 
Jewry and Its growing cultural 
awareness. He says, for example: 
"There is not a single literary, in- 
tellectual or scholarly Jewish Jour- 
nal in the country; there is a mere 
handful of Jewish scholars. Conse- 
quently, Australian Jewish life is 
entirely reliant on other countries, 
notably Israel, the U.S. and 
England..." 

This attack does not take Into ac- 
count publications such as the 
“Great Synagogue Journal," a 40- 
year-old publication of high 
literary and cultural standards; 
"The Melbourne Chronicle," a bi- 
monthly publication of high quality , 
only about four years old; and, the 
monthly "B'nai B'rith Bulletin." 

Surprisingly, Professor Meddlng 
appears unaware of the Australian 
Jewish Historical Society "Jour- 
nal." which has been published con- 
tinuously since 2939. He rigidly 
refused to show any interest in or to 
give any support to our Society, 
now in its 42nd year, whilst he was 
in Australia. And yet we have 
reviewed his hooks in our “Joui^ 
nal," copies of which are in all ma- 
jor public, state and university 
libraries. 

Far Its numbers, Australian 
Jewry is one of the most Jewish- 
conscious communities in the 
world, and it is not such a cultural 
desert as Professor Meddlng seems 
to suggest.
